Frank Rande Is Arraigned 
and Pleads ‘* Not 
Guil 


The Trial Set for Dec. 11 His 
Meiodramatic Conduct in 
Court.

Gals, III., Nov. 30.— Tue trial of Frank 
Rande was set this moruing for Tuesday, Dec. 
11, and all present fear of a lynching bas passed! 
away. But under the calm exterior of the situ 
ation a fire is smouldcring which is liable to 
break out whenever au attempt is made, if one 
is made at all, to save the prigoncr from legal 
strangulation. ‘The fact is that technically 
Rande cannot be convicted of murder 1 the 
first degree, while practically be can be 80 
convicted. In other words, the law leaves him 
g loophole for escape, while back of the legal 
rulings stand the citizens of Knox County, de- 
termined that the man who slew Charles Belden 
shall never leave Galesburg, except in a cofiiv. 

THAT THIS FEELING EXISTS 
and is duly recognized, there is no room to 
doubt. Rande’s attorneys, Messrs. Price, 
Leech, and Hunt, dare not ask fora change 
of venue, for the granting of such change would 
be equivalent to the signature of Rande’s 
d@eath-warrant. That prejudice against the 
prisoner prevails is granted, but the same is 
true of the adjacent counties. In Peoria, 
Henry, and McDonough Counties the fecling 
is even more bitter than here, but, for ell that, 
Knox County will never part with its man till 
the Sheriff has gotten through with him. To 
sum up, the prosecution look to the juryfora 
conviction, and legal quibbles will not be allow- 
ed to stand in the way. He would be a bold 
man indeed who would dare to make an affi- 
davit asking for a change of venue. 
THE PROCEEDINGS IN COURT TO-DAY 
were comparatively brief. ‘The bour of opening 
was fixed for 9:30 a. m., and the Court was 
about half filled by that time.

“Look here, [ll show you a trick,“ said he, and 
as he spoke he wheeled sharp round, and 
pointed one of the weapons directly at a 
St. Louis reporter standing next to him. 
Of course the pistol was not loaded, but the sight 
of an eighteen-inch seven- shooter right in one’s 
face is not the pleasantest thing on earth, and 
the reporter gave a convulsive jump backward 
about five feet. Rande’s laugh rang out above 
all the rest. See, he said, these fellows 
don't like to be at the wrong end of a gun any 
more than the next man.“ 

After this pleasant little interlude, he sat 
down in the sacrificial chair familiar to all who 
have been gubjected-to the portrait-taker’s 
tyranny, and the head-rest was adjusted. Then 
it o. ‘curred to him that he would look better 
with the pistols lying on the table, 
and finaly it was decided that he 
should be Laken in two positions. Having given 
a final twistto his mustache he stated that he 
was ready,and in another minute the opera- 
tion was over. He was removed to the jail in 
a sort of tpiumphat proeession, and chatted and 
dauened-urfth his escort as he passed through 
the strects.

RANDE 18 A PERFECT PSYCHOLOGICAL STUDY. 

He talks incessantly, taking no offense at the 
questions put to to him by the reporters in re- 
gard to his crimes, but carefully avoiding any 
admission which could possibly be made into 
evidence, or furnish a ciew to his identity. His 

vanity impels him to boast; his caution limits 
him in his brag. *“ Now, Rande,’ said the re- 
porter, ** you brag about your bravery. Where 
have you ever shown any sand?’ 

„Well,“ he auswered, quick as a flash, that 
fellow in the corn-field was pretty plucky, and 
they sav that was me.“ So it is ail through. he 
will never give himself away. There seems 


no doubt that he worked alone, and 
he means to keep his secrets 
until after he is sentenced at any rate. He will 


not own to any specific crime, not even to the 
robbery for which he was sent to the Michigan 
City Penitentiary. but speaks with great free- 
dom about bow he inteudea to kill a couple of 
the Prison Wardens and the City Marshal of Fort 
Wayne, who arrested him on that occasion. 
Whether he will wültz at the last or not is an 
open question. Many ghoid bim as really brave, 
others, who have had cOmsiderable to do with him 
of late, think differentiy. It doesn’t require a 
great deal of courage for a man armed with two 
such weapons as he carried to turn on a crowd, 
many of them armed only with clubs and sticks. 
He is unquestionab!y a first-class shot. 
AS TO HIS PROBABLE FATE 

it seems to be conveded by nearly ll that he 
must hang, one way or the other He says that 
he would rather the Sheriff should do it, but 
that he is worth three or four dead men yet. 
His attorneys, who were assigned by the Court, 
claim ‘that, under the law,a conviction for 
murder in the first degree cannot be reached. 
They are working without fee or reward, unless 
Rande should succeed in obtaining some money 
by the sale of his pictures, revolvers, and any 
property which he may have safely bestowed, 
and little chance of professional advanceme nt 
wouldiaccrue to men who might assist Frank 
Rande to cheat the gallows. They will do their 
duty to their client, no doubt, but it would not 
be reasonable to expect men of character tw 
sacrifi¢e themselves socially and proiessionaliv 
for the purpose of helping such a red-handed 
ruffian as this to craw! through the meshes of 
the net which the law spreads for criminals. 

Andther thing in this relation: Perhaps 
Galesburg is not big enough for its develop- 
ment, or possibly a healthier public sentiment 
is fostered in the rural districts than in large 


cities. Anyway there has been no manifesta- 
tion of that sickly sentimentality which 
exalts a murderer, if his crime only 


horrible enough, into a martyr, and seeks to 
piace the aureole over the black cap. The peo- 
ple look on the man with curiosity, but the 
women have not gone the length of sending 
him bouquets, and there were no females in 
court either Wednesday or to-day. 

AS TO RANDE’3 ATHEIAM, 
that is a perfect humbug. He avowed himself 
an atheist as he avowed himself a Communist, 
and probably on the strength of an inquiry as 
to bis religious belief. He is quite capable of 
declaring that he is the Nathan murderer, or 
that he knows the whereabouts of Charley Ross. 
Anything more like a gratuitous liar cannot be 
imacined, and if the reporters who may be de- 
tailed to attend his execution don’t get as many 
different confessions from him as there are 
newspapers represented it wiil not be his fault. 

HAD RANDE ACCESSORIES? 

During the last forty-eight hours some very 
peculiar developments have been brought to 
licht in regard to the implication of other par- 
ties in the Gilson murder. Any one sheltering 
a criminal, knowing him to be such, and will- 
fully obstructing the course o@justice, renders 
himself liabie to condigu punishment, and it is 
believed that one at least of such accessories 
has been discovered, 

Some half dozen miles north of Galesburg 
“the Henderson timber“ is reached. This con- 
sists of a series of woods, much of the land be- 
ing very thickly timbered, extending from a 
point some distance east of this piace nearly 
to the Mississippi. The underbrush furnishes 

a splendid cover, and the place has become little 
better than a sanctuary for criminals. The 
„timber“ is sparsely populated, and by a.very 
low-down set. Many of them came originally 
from Indiana, Kentucky, and Tennessee, and 
they display to perfection all the shilticssness, 
viciousness, and svmpathy with criminals of 
every grade characteristic of the “poor white.’ 
During the War they were good Democrats, and 
in active sympathy with tbe people from whom

AN EXECUTION IN CANADA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Torontro, Nov. 30.—John Williams was 
hanged here at 9 o'clock this morning for the 
murder of his wife at the village of Weston on 
the 22d of September last. The convict slept 
well during the night, and partook of a good 
breakfast this merning. The execution took 
place within the jail yard, only the jail officials, 
clergymen, and members of the press being 
present.. The prisoner, who was calm and col- 
lected throughout, mounted the scaffold with- 
out help. When his feet touched the platform 
he asked leave to say a few words, and, in a 
loud, clear xoice, made the foliowing speech: 
“1 wish*to Paice several remarks. I wish to 
than® the Governor, Deputy Governor, 
and all officers under them, for the kina 
way in which they have used me. 1 
wish to thank my counsel’ for the way 
in which they defended me.. I am happy that 
I got a fair trial, and I thank the public at 
large tor what they have done for me, also my 
clergyman. That's all.“ He then stepped for- 
ward on to the drop platform, when his hat was 
taken off and the black cap drawn over his face. 
The minister commenced reading the service, 
after which he repeated the Lord's Prayer. The 
hangman stood with his band on the lever, and, 


when the words Deliver us from evi“ were 
said, the platform fell, and the body hung 
dangling. There was not much struggling 
though it took five minutes betore lie 
became extinct. The post-mortem ex- 
amination proved that the neck had 
not been broken, and that death had resulted 


from congestion of the brain and the thorax be- 
iug crushed. The drop was five feet. He being 
a licht man, it was not suilicient to break his 
peck, and he was slowly straugled to death. 
His efforts to raise his bands aud grasp the rope 
above, his gaspings and.terrible struggles, all 
showed that the prisoner was constious of the 
actor. 
Aiter the body nad remained suspended for 
about hali an hour, the jai/‘turgeon held an in- 

quest, when the usual verdict Of straugulation 
was rendered. The hangman, who wore no 
mask, was George England, an ex-whisky de 

Lective. 

John Williams was about 53 years of age; of 
medium hight, sparely but strongly built, and 
by trade a brickmaker. He had been married 
twenty vears, and was the father of thirteen 
children. When sober, he was a kind husband 
and indulgent father; but, when on one of his 


‘sprees, in which he indulged periodically, he 


was a perfect devil aud a wiie-beater. He had 
beep on a continuous spree for two or three 
weeks previous to the murder, and had inflicted 

several bruzal thrashing upon his wile during 
that time. “On the day that the murder took 
place, he had been drinking in the village-tav- 
erns with some boou-companions, and they all 


returned to Williams' house in the even- 
ing. After supper bis companious retired 
to a hay-loft, where they tinished their 
carousal, and slept on the! hay. About 2 


o'clock in the morning they were awakened by 
Williams clambering into the loft, and who 
coolly said: 1 have dove it this time. I have 
killed my woman.” The men affected to dis 

believe him, and they and Williams slept the 
remainder of the night in the hav-loft. On the 
approac u of daylight, it was found that Will- 
iams’ Story was too true. The body of Mrs. 
Williams was found dead in ber house, horrip!v 
mangled, the face and head being pummeled 


and hacked beyond all recognition. WII 
iams at once gave himecif up, = and, 
after a fair and patient trial, was found 


guilty. and sentenced to be hanced. Petitions, 
numerously and influeniially signed, were for- 


‘warded to the Government, praying that bis gen- 
tence be commuted to imprisonment 


for lite; 
and the prisoner believed, up to the last mo- 
ment, that the Executive would modify his sew- 
tence. 

Mrs. Williams was a good-looking woman, of 
slizht figure, with nappy face, and light-brown 
hair. She was much re spectdd in the neighbor- 
hood, where she had resided for twenty-five 
years. The case is a melancholy one, and

A HORRIBLE MURDER.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 30.—On the La- 
fayette Pike, three miles west of this city, the 
remains of an unknown man were found bear- 
ing evidences of a most foul murder. Two 
bullet holes, one in the forehead and one in the 
left temple, mark the work of the pistol, 
and a fearful gash on the right side of the 
face, coupled with a broken jaw and cracked 
skuli, show the presence of the bludgeon. The 
clothes are torn and the hands chopped and 
bruised, eVidencing a fearful struggle for life.

The body was 
frozen stiff, showing that it had lain there for 
at least forty-eight hours. Two boys who were 
hunting apd runnivg a rabbit under the wood- 
pile came upon the bod, partially concealed 
under the wood. A ditch-contractor: named 
Heenan has been working in that vicinity a 
week or more, and it is believed by some to be 
his body, thougigno one seems to be able to 
identify it. ‘There is a house within 500 feet of 
the wood-pile.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Nov. 30.—Judge Hunt- 
ington made his decision on the petition for re- 
hearing the University chancery suit against 
Rose and Douglass this evening. Although the 
petition was deficient in not clearly stating what

SILVER AND RESUMPTION. 

The President’s position on the question of 
the bill now pending in Congress to repeal 
that part of the Resumption act which fixes 
the first of January, 1879, for the resumption 
of greenbacks can hardly be mistaken. He 
opposes any change in the legislation which 
has been had to promote the return to specie 
payments and specie values, and it is reason- 
able to suppose that if the bill be passed at 
this time he will not approve it, 

The Resumption law was passed jn Feb- 
ruary, 1875. Thirteen months yet intervene 
before the law has to be executed. During 
at least half that time Congress will be in 
session, and can, if the circumstances shall 
indicate the necessity, take action hereafter 
as well as now. The Resumption law, as the 
case now stands, provides that in Jan- 
uary, 1879, and thereafter the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall redeem the greenbacks 
in gold coin. At present this is a confessed 
impossibility. How will it be more possible 
a year hence? At this time there is a fierce 
struggle going on in Europe to obtain and 
retain the possession of gold, England is 
resorting to every expedient. to retain the 
gold held in the Bank of England, and is 
threatened on every side. The old practice 
of raising the rates of discount on commer- 
cial paper in order to attract gold to London 
has not met with the ordinary success. Ger- 
many is in the market offering a large pre- 
mium for gold. Holland has laid an embar- 
go on gold in that State, apd France, with a 
silver legal-tender for all currency purposes, 
continues to accumulate and hoard gold. 
Russia is prospectively seeking a large loan ; 
while to add to the firmness of the gold mar- 
ket is the expectation that the United States 
will during the coming year be an applicant 
for the $200,000,00Q to $300,000,000 with 
which to resume payments in gold. Under 
this condition of circumstances, resumption 
in gold—involving a general establishment 
of gold values—means a general depreciation 
of the values of all other property, and the 
depreciation will be equal to the great addi- 
tional value of gold with a large margin for 
fluctuations. Of necessity, forced resump- 
tion in gold, with gold at a large premium, 
means general bankruptcy and practical 
confiscation of all property on which debts 
are due. We think it safe, therefore, to say 
that at this time it is evidently impossible 
for the Secretary of the Treasury to redeem 
the greenbacks in gold, and, so far as the 
condition of the gold market affords any in- 
dication, it will be as impossible for him to 
begin and maintain gold payments a year 
hence as now. 

There is, however, a prospect of relief af. 
forded in the pending measure to remonetize 
the silver dollar. The demonetization of 
silver in the United States adds largely to 
the strength of the gold market in Europe. 
The fact that the Government, which 
owes $2,000,000,000 of debt, with the 
country owing a municipal, corporate, and 
other debt amounting to $1,000,000,000, all 
payable by contract in silver, has deliberate. 
ly discarded silver and undertaken to make 
gold the exclusive legal-tender coin, and has 
done this with only a comparatively small 
sum of gold on hand, has contributed largely 
to build up and mamtain the corner in gold. 
To remonetize silver, and make its coin- 
age unlimited, will remove the United 
States from the list of competing ap- 
plicants for gold, and will do much 
) to break that corner. At least it will have 
the effect of relieving this country from the 
stringency which prevails in the gold market 
in other countries. It will do more than 
this: It will have the effect of 60 advancing 
silver bullion that before there can be $50,- 
000,000 of the silver dollars coined the value 
of the silver dollars will be at par with gold. 
Then the scarcity of metallic money pro- 
duced by the demonetiza ion of silver will 
exist no longer. The whole stock of silver, 
whether coined or uncoined, will be again in 
circulation and available in all parts 
of the world as money. Gold will 
lose its extraordinary value, and the 
resumption of specie payments by 
the Government, by the banks, and 
by the country generally, may be accom- 
plished without that ruin, disaster, and gen- 
eral revolution of property values which 
will be inevitable in case resumption is at- 
tempted in gold. The remonetization of 
silver may make resumption a year hence 
possible, and therefore obviate the 
of the repealing bill, but the defeat of the 
Silver bill will not only render resumption 


tion law be not repealed, will subject the 
Government and the country to the ae 
tion, disgrace, and loss of making the at- 
tempt and failing disastrously. 

The President announces that he is op- 


posed to the single standard and in favor of 
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utterly impossible, but, should the Besump- 


both gold and silver as a legaldender. This 
disposes of the only really substantial ob- 
jection to remonetizing silver. The specu- 
lation as to impairing the debt obligations 
or discrediting the public honor are purely 
visionary, and invented and suggested by 
those who differ from the President and in- 
sist upon having a gold currency exclu- 
sively. 

As the year progresses, Congress will be 
able to judge more definitely as to the matter 
of resumption. Should, however, the Silver 
bill be defeated by Executive imterposition 
(which we do not think is likely), then Con- 
gress will adjourn next summer and take the 
verdict of the people at the election for Rep- 
resentatives and for members of the 
Legislatures who. will have to elect Sena- 
tors. That verdict will be so emphativ, 380 
earnest, and so general, that from it there 
will be no appeal. It will sweep into obliv- 
ion those in Congress who may have re- 
sisted the monetization of silver, ard vindi- 
cate the power of the people, acting in the 
election of Representatives, to have their 
will executed by all the departments of the 
Government. 


THE EAST AND THE WEST. | 
The latest instance of sectional malighity 


is exhibited by the New York Herald. Inan 
obituary notige of the late Moses H. GIN. 
WELL that paper says: 0 

To trace the history of the house of GRiNNELL, 
Minturn & Co. would be along chapter. In 1841 
the business was at 78 South street, where the same 
sign may be seen to-day. Their ships grew in 
number until they were seen in every sea. Our 
shipping was a great interest in those days. It had 
not been rumed by the bad legislation of Western 
Congressmen who had never seen a ship. 

The destruction of American shipbuilding 
was the result of the American tariff, and 
the revival of American shipbuilding is now 
prevented by the American tariff. Mr. GRIx- 
NELL, when in politics, was a Whig of the 
old school, whose favorite policy was the 
American System,” or high protection. 
American ~ shipbuilding progressed 80 
gloriously under the low tariff running from 
1846 to 1860 that not only was our merchant 
marine American built, but American vessels 
were built and for sale and found ready 
customers in all parts of Europe. When 
New England, and New York, and Pennsy!- 
vania became the majority in Congress, and 
established the protective system, American 
shipbuilding, both jron and wooden, was 
taxed out of existence, and is now practical- 
ly prohibited by the tariff. This tariff was 
enacted not by Western members of Con- 
cress, but by the Congressmen from New 
England, Pennsylvania, New York, Dela- 
ware, New Jersey, and Maryland, with 
some scattering votes from the old Whig 
associates of Mr. GrinngLL who had got 
into Congress from some of the Western 
States. Mr. MonnzLIL, of Vermont, may or 
may not linve ever seen aship, but he is not 
a Western member of Congress. Mr. W. D. 
Keuury, of Philadelphia, is not a Western 
Congressman. The representatives of the 
great salt interest of New York. voted solidly 
for the highest possible tariff, in order to 
have their special’ product protected. We 
believe there was a man living somewhere in 
New York who raised an annual crop of 
‘* teasles,” and, in order to have his product 
protected, New York voted almost solidly 
to tax shipbuilding out of existence. Down 
in Connecticut and Rhode Island there were 
several corset and hoop-skirt manufacturers, 
and many manufacturers of shoe-strings, 
various mills for turning out nutimegs, while 
Vermont had her capital deeply invested in 
the product.of slate-pencils; New Jersey 
produced the American flag-root, while 
Massachusetts made the flags themselves. 
All these interests were combined to ' pro- 
tect” each other against the pauper labor of 
the world. So they enacted a tariff which 
crushed shipbuilding out of existence, and 
has suppressed it ever since. 

In ali this sixteen years of public robbery, 
wholesale plunder, and scandalous: jobbing 
and scheming, the Western members of 
Congress who had never seen a ship” had 
no part except to make unavailing protests. 


When that bold navigator. Secretary Bour- 


WELL, was in office, he proposed to revive 
shipbuilding, not by removing the tariff, but 
by paying bounties out of the National 
Treasury to whoever would buifd and sail an 
American ship. Had the merchants of New 
York given their aid to the Western members 
of Congress who never saw a ship in efforts 
to repeal every vestige of protectios in the 
tariff, there would have long since been a 
revival of shipbuilding, and American ves- 
sels bearing the American flag would not 
now be strangers on the high seas and in the 
ports of other nations. 


FINANCIAL CATECHISM. 
The Hartford Covrant has adopted the 


style of the catechism as a means for get- 
ting its financial creed before the people; 
naturally, ‘the financial catechism is as dog- 
matic as the religious catechism, but as the 
catechisms of different Churches reach dif- 
ferent conclusions with equal conviction, so 
the advantages of the double metal standard 
may be set forth by this method as conclu 
sively as the Courant thinks it has demon- 
strated the justice of an exclusive gold coin. 
Let us try it. 

Q.—What was the American coin standard? 

A.—'The silver dollar. 

Q.—Its weight? 

A.—Four hundred and twelve and one-half 
grains. 

Q.— What was the gold equivalent? 

A,—Twenty-five and eight-tenths grains, 
niné-tenths pure gold. 

Q.—The relative value? 

A,—Sixteen ounces of silver to one of gold. 

Q.—How long had the silver dollar been 
the unit Of American values? 

A.—For more than eighty years. 

Q.—When was it demonetized ? . 

A. —In 1873 and 1874, first by dropping the 
silver dollar from the list of coins in revis- 
ing the laws relative to the mints, and sec- 
ond by making the gold dollar the unit of 
values, 

Q.—How was this change accomplished ? 

A.—Stealthily and fraudulently, by with- 
holding the knowledge of the transaction 
from the people, stifling discussions, and de- 
ceiving even the President and many of 
the Congressmen who voted for the change 
by concealing the real purpose and effect of 
the acts. | , 

Q.— What was the purpose? 

A.—To give the creditor class the right to 
exact payment in a single coin which would 
have a greater value by reason of the exclu- 
sion of its*mate from monetary service. 

Q.—What is the present value of the silver 
dollar? 

A.— There is no silver dollar. 

Q.—What is the present value in gold of 
the amount of bullion which would con- 
stitute the silver dollar if remonetized ? 

A.—Between 92 and 93 cents of the gold 
dollar. | 
Q.—Will it not be unjust, then, to restore 
the silver dollar at this ratio of values? 

A.—No. . 

Q.—Why? 
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A. — Because the monetary use of silver 


will enhance its value? =, 

Q.— What leads to this,onclusion ? 

A.—Beeause it was the demonetization of 
silver in , : Holland, and the United 
States at about the same time which threw 
between $200,000,000 and $300,000,000 of 
silver bullion on the market and brought on 
the depreciation. 

Q.—Will the remonetization of silver in 
the United States give monetary employment 
to as much silver as was thrown out of use 
by the German demonetization ? 

A.—Ultimately, just about the same 
amount, and thus restore the equilibrium. 

Q.—Why not increase the weight of the 
silver dollar, say from 16 to 16} to 1, in order 
to insure justice ? 

A.—Because such ap increase, in addition 
to the new value acquired by the use of sil- 
ver as money, would render the silver dollar 
more valuable than the gold dollar, and this 
would drive the silver dollar out of circula- 
tion. 

Q.—But suppose the silver dollar, even at 
the rate of 16 to 1, should still become more 
valuable than the gold dollar ? 

A.—Then it would lead to an agreement 
with other nations using silver as money to 
fix the ratio at 15} to 1 the world over,—the 
ratio now prevailing in the Latin Union. 

Q.— Would this insure a permanent equal- 
ization of the two metals as money? 

A.—With the concurrence of all the lead- 
ing commercial nations of the world, it cer- 
tainly would. 

Q.—But, in the event that these prognos- 
tications fail, and the silver dollar shall not 
be worth more than 93 cents, will not an 
injustice be done the creditor ? 

A.—No. 

Q.—Why? 

A.—Because the great bulk of the present 
debts were contracted at a time and in a cur- 
rency when the creditors loaned only about 
80 or 85 cents in gold, and expected to be 
paid in the same curreney. They will not 
be swindled if they receive @om 10 to 15 per 
cent more than they loaned, over and above 
the interest. 

Q.—Does this apply to tbe public credit- 
ors, the holders of the Government bonds? 

A.—Only in part. 

Q.—Then, will not the public creditors be 
defrauded by payment in mlver? 

A.—No. 

Q.— Why ? | 

A.—Because Congress pledged the faith of 
the nation, and the bonds expressly stipu- 
late, payment, not in gold, but ‘in coin of 
the standard value of the United States on 
July 14, 1870,” which included silver as well 
as gold. 

Q.—Did the foreign purchasers of the 
bonds so understand ft ? 

A.—Undoubtedly; else they would not 
have bestirred themselves so vigorously ‘to 
bring about the demonetization of one metal, 
amd thus enhance the value of their credits 
by making them payable in the other exclu- 
sively. 

Q.—Wherein, then, consists the swindle 
which is so generally charged in this silver 
dispute ? 

A.—In the original and surreptitious de- 
monetization schemg, which sought to con- 
tract the coin currency in the interest of the 
money-lenders. 

Q.— What effect will the remonetization of 
silver have on resumption ? 

A.—It will hasten resumption by adding 
hundreds of millions to the coin resources 
of the nation. 1 

Q.—Will che failure to remonetize silver 
retard resumption? 

A.—Indefinitely. 

Q.—Why ? 

A.—Because the nation cannot command 
sufficient gold eoin in which to resume specie 
payments. 

Q,—lIs not silver much more bulky than 
gold? 

A.—Certainly. 

Q.—And is not this difference a grave ob- 
jection to its restoration to money uses? 

A.—Some objection, but not very grave, 
and certainly not fatal. 

Q.—Why not? 

A.—Because the great commerce of the 
world is transacted in checks, bills of ex- 
change, etc., and these various certificates 
are no more inconvenient when they repre- 
sent silver than when they represent gold. 

* Q.—Then wherein is the objection to the 
remonetization of silver? 

A.—Only in the addled pates of those who 
have not the brains to analyze the situation 
and estimate the relief remonetization will 
afford, and in the inordinate greed of the 
Shylocks, who are not satisfied with receiving 
what they loaned and agreed to take, but 
want as much more as they can get. 


Senator Hoar’s epigrammatic statement of 
the Born case in answer to Ben HILL.“ 
eulogy of Buruxr’s ancestry was: The 
issue is not what blood is in Buruer’s veins, 
but what is upon his hands.” This view of the 
matter certainly ought to cut some figure, 
bnt there is still another which should bear 
considerable weight with all the lawyers in 
the Senate.

Yet it appears that, when the Company began 
doing business in 1871, the capital was not vaid 
in in cash except in the case of one or two sub- 
scribers for a small amount. The other sub- 
scribers gave their checks to the Treasurer of 
the Company for the amouni they subscribed.

The stock, in short, has not paid 
a dollar of the expenses from the 
organization of the Company to the present 
time, but all the revenues of the Company have 
been collected from the policy-holders, who 
have run the entire concern, paying all the ex- 
penses and incurring all the risk. The only use 
of this capital stock was to enable the Gompany 
to evade the law requiring a deposit of $100,000

That satistied him; and thus the 
Company got credit for having $30,000 in bank, 
wheu in reality it hadn't a cent there, because 
nothing was ever said to the Examiner about 
the way in which this money had been secured. 
He was not informed that it was a loan. 
THE INTEREST ON THE SECURITIES 

taken for stock was not paid, but was rebated 
to the stockholders from time to time as an in- 
terest dividend: so the stockholders had full 
use of their propérty which was mortgaged to 
secure the payment of their stock, and paid 
nothing as rent or interest. 

When the Receiver was appointed the capital 
stock outstanding was $126,300, heid as follows:

The arrangement with the Middleport 
Trust was for the Company to carry thirteen- 
ffieenths of the assessment and receive one- 
third ot the net proceeds of the losses. Of the 
Columbus Association it was to carry one-half 
of the assessments and receive one-half of the 
bet proceeds of the losses. In order that the 
curious nature of this agreement may be under- 
stood. it is necessary to state briefly what these 
trust associatio.s were. An association insured 
the lives of a number of persons and pad the 
Premiums on the policies, the iosses being 
pavable, 3 to the association 
und = one-tenth to the beneficiaries 
of the party insured. So in the case of this 
Franklin Trust, the Protection Life, contrary to 
regular rule, was directly interested in se- 
curing the death ol parties insured, because the 
loss was assessed upon other policy-hold- 

ers in the Company, and the proceeds went, not 
to the heirs of any dead person, but to the 
Company itself. It was a direct fraud upon ita 
policy-holders. The balances due from 

the Associations to the Company are $31,795, 
Which claims form part of the assets ol the 


pany. 

The total number of policies in force on the 
regular plan Aug. 6 was 6,589; Commercial 
League, 884; total, 7,473.

The interest on 
the stock notes stands among the assets of tne 
Company at $18,686. The total of accrued in- 
terest on stock notes now held, which has been 
remitted to the makers, is $12,000. This action 
being illegal, it should be collected along with 


the face „ the stock notes. The real estate in- 


cludes property held by the Company at $22,- 
000, appraised this vear at $11,000. The Com- 
pany also holds a mortgage of $15,000 on this 
same property, so that the Company has paid 


for this property $37,515, and it is valued at 
$11,625. The Receiver also refers to the smaller 


items of bonds, and stocks, and bank accounts, 
especially the contested one with the Citv Sav- 
ings Bank. The bills receivable, amount- 
ing to $37,000, are nearly all overdue, 
and most of them worthless. The premium 
notes, amounting to $254,235, and varying 
from $15 to $225, are valueless. The loan ac- 
count aggregates $7,847; and is worth very lit- 
tle. Thecash balance shown by the Company’s 
books is $4,900, but the Receiver, on taking pos- 
session, found $156, the balance being composed 
of unpaid drafts, checks. money-orders, tickets, 
ete. A check for $12,000 on the City Savings 
Bank was also .given te Simon Powell for the 
purpose of getting indemnity on the appeal 
bond of the Company ih the Osgood suit upon 
stock, and this amount stands charged on the 
Company’s books to Powell’s account. 

There are now pending against the Company 
about thirty suits for death losses. No valid 
defense is known to most of these, and there- 
fore no further expense will be incurred except 
to prevent the establishment of claims believed 
to be fraudulent. 

The last annual report of this Compgny, made 
under the oath of its officers, to the State Auditor, 
as required by the statutes of the State of I)linoiz, 
shows tnat it had total met or ledger assets leas 
depreciatlon, the sum of 3491. 286. 50. and, 
omitting its 4 per cent reserve, that it total actual 
lability on account of death losses was $51, 922. 50. 
This statement differs from the facts now found by 
the Receiver so widely, and the amount when can 
be paid to the creditors of the Company is so great- 
ly at vamance With what the creditors would natu- 
rally expect, that he has feit it his duty in this re- 
port to place upon the recoras of this honorable 
Court the actual history and condition of the Com- 
pany, and the real amount of its liabiiities, and 
also the amount of its assets in reference to the 
— sum of money which can be realized from 
them. .

A VE€CTIM. 
The Very Unpleasant Game Which a Niece 
_ of Judah F. Benjamin Played upon a 

Young Man of St. Louis. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 30.—A sensational divorce 
suit of the most extraordinary character came 
up for trial to-day in the St. Lonis Circuit 
Court, and was d@tided in favor of the offended 
husband. The Mth of March, 1875, Frank W. 
Gordon was married, at the Southern Hotel in 
this city, to Estella F. Gordon, a niece of Judah 
P. Benjamin, the ex-Rebel Secretary of State, 
and now an eminent counselor of London. The 
ceremony drew together quite a company of the 
friends of Mr. Gordon, a young genjleman of 
wealth and unexceptionable character, and at 
that time connected with Dodd, Brown & Co., 
and now with Chase & Cabot, both prominent 
firms of this city. The bride wag a comparative 
stranger in the city, having lived in New Or- 
leans prior to the marriage, at which place Mr. 
Gordon formed her acquaintance, and, before 
leaving there, engaged to marry her. Young 
Gordon came to St. Louis, leaving his bridg- 
expectant in New Orleans, she to follow at a 
dite fixed, when they were to be married here. 
This part of the programme was carried out to 
the letter. But there was au unlocked for 
denouement to the happy event of the mar- 
riage, for which the husband was entirely 
unprepared, and which led shortly afterwards 
to a separation and a suit for divorce. A few 
hours after the marriage above recorded the 
bride and groom retired to their apartments, a 
suite of roonig at the Southern known as “the 
bridal chamber,” and, after seating themselves 


‘fora chat, the busband was suddenly startled 


trom his propriety by the voice of a child in the 
next room. He asked what it all mcant, when 
the new-made wife produced the infant, 


and, falling at her husband’s feet, begged 


forgiveness. Imagine his mortiflca- 
tion and surprise when informed that the 
child was flesh of her flesh. and bone of her 
bone, whom he had heretofore deemed as 
chaste as Diana, as pure as the snow, and to 
learn from her own lips the story of her shame 
and the damnable deception she had practiced 
upon him by maki hum at once a husbdand 
and a father. 
termining what course it was his, duty to pursue 
under the circumstances, and, without up- 
braiding ber whom he had just sworn to love, 
donor, and protect, he bade her an everlasting 
farewell, and sought the advice of counsel 
as to what course to pursue. He consulted 
Solon N. Sapp, Esq., attorney-at-law, express- 
ing his determination to procure a divorce with- 
dat delay. Acco ly Mr. Sapp instituted 
proceedings for him against his wiie of an 
hour. The petition was duly filed, and the case 
dragged its slow length along through the 
courts until this morning, when Mr. Sapp sut- 
in procuri a decree of divorce for 
his client, and Gordon rejoices in once 
more being a free man. The petition 
alieges that the defendant committed 
tf sin of adultery with one WiHiam 
Miltenberger,a banker of New Orleans, and 
With divers and sundry other persons in this 
city, and that, after the marriage, the defendant 
resided in an assignation bouse on Eleventh 
street, in this city, for more than sixty days, 
and, while there, plied her vocation as an adul- 
tress, at the same time representing herself to 
paramours as the unchaste wile of the plaint- 
if, greatly to his dishonor and shame. Gordon 
Was heartily congratulated upon the procuring 
of the decree.

The West Park Commissioners 
Win a Case. 


in ld ‘Whisky Suit~George Mansur in Baxk- 
rupicy---Judgment Record. 


A decree has just been entered in the case of 
Coleman vs. The West Chicago Park Commis- 
sioners, tried last week by Judge Moore. It 
seems that in 1870the Commissioners bought of 
Nancy Jobnson, for $25,000, certain land which 
now forms pant ot Humboldt Park. The land 
had been pre@ously sold by H. O. Stone to 
Henry and Nancv Johnson, and their daughter 
Mary. Henry conveyed his share to his wife, 
and she gold the whole tract to the Commission- 
ers with covenants of warranty. Mary subse- 
quently, having conveyed a half of her ‘interest 
to other parties, joined with them in a suit to 
recover two-thirds of the land, claiming that 
her father’s deed to her mother was void. The 
Commissioners alleged that the land was sold 
with the daughter’s knowledge and acqui- 


her part of the purchase money, was estopped 
‘from contesting the sale; that the deed of 
Henry to his wife was goud in equity, and that 
the land having been taken for public uses its 
value only could be recovered. 

Judge Moore held that the complainants were 
barred by laches in not bringing the suit before; 
that Mary, living with her mother. must have 
known of and acquiesced in the sale, and if he 
allowed any claim to the daughter he would be 
obliged to take an equal amount from the 
mother. The bill was therefore dismissed. 
CROOKED-WHISKY CASES AND OTHEK CRIMINAL 

MATTERS. — 

The case of James A. Cunningham, of Louis- 

Ville, Ky., imdicted for illicit whisky transac- 


tions, was tried before Judge Blodgett 
yesterday. The whisky was originally 
sold by Cunningham to J. & J. 
Schwabacher, Itquor-dealers at Peoria, and 


was seized by the Government on account of an 
increase of 9 to 10 per cent between tne proof 
fixed by the stamps three years ago, and the 
actual proof at the time of the capture. A 
number of witnesses from Louisville were ex- 
amined, whose evidence went to show that the 


to increase its proofif kept im a dr 
phere, and such increase might be 3 to 4 per 
centa year. The opposite effect would be ob- 
servable if kept iu adamp place. The spirits 
in the present case were stored in a dry piace, 
and henge the increase, Judge Blodgett re- 
marked that the ordinary result of keeping 
spirits was to diminish its proof, but the evi- 
dence in the present case was all the 
other way, and the jury were bound 
to be guided by it. The jury returned a verdict 
in fayor of Cunningham without leaving their 
seats. The whisky has diminished about one 
half by leakage, etc., since its seizure, and a 
suit for damages will nN be next begun, 
Au offer was once made to release the whisky if 
the claimant would release the Government for 
damages for illegal seizure, but he refused to 


do it. 

W. O. Swett, whose establishment was seized 
for illegally compounding liquors without a 
license, was found guilty. 

The case of Jonathan Turner, the Sagetowu 
distiller, who was indicted for forging a distil- 
ler’s bond, was begun yesterday but not con- 
cluded, and will be resumed to-day. 

J. Stoup, indicted by the United States 
Grand Jury for sending obscene matter thfough 
the mails, pleaded guilty and was remanded fur 
sentence. 

Peter Maloney, arrested on a charge of 
violating the Internal Revenue laws, was dis- 
charged, no indictment having been found 
against him.

Christine Frisch filed a bill against her hus- 
band Hans yesterday, charging in a general way 
that he had heen guilty of extreme crueity, and 
asking in a specific way for a divorce.

DIPHTHERLA. 


Letter from the Health Commissioner—Nec- 
essary Sanitary Precautions. 

Health Commissioner De Wolf has addressed 

the following letter to Mayor Heath regarding 

the sanitary condition of the city, and the ne- 


cessity fer taking measures to prevent the spread . 


of diphtheria, typhoid fever, and small-pox, this 
winter. The suggestions are of the highest 
practical importance, aud will commend theim- 
selves to all: 

Heattu Orrice, Crrr Has, Nov. 28, 1877.— 
The lion, Monroe Heath, Magor— Sin: Chicago has 
been so rapidly built, and 20 tittle regard has been 
had for the proper sanitary Construction and sur- 
rounding of a large proportion of our dwellings, 
that it ecems necessary to warn the citizen again 
and again of the danger whieh fhe incurs by euch 
negiect. Te emphasize this warning it is proper 
to inform the public of such important facts as are 
ascertained conc®rning the circumstantial and local 
history of preventabic causes Of disease and death, 
and this information should certainly prove some- 
thing practical in the way of saving life and pro- 
tecting the public health. ' 

While the wide-spread prevalence throughout 
the city of scarietina during the last winter and 
spring has largely abated, diphtheria is appear- 
"2 in some sections of the city. Scarlet fever 
affecting the throat destructively is sometimes 
mistaken for diphtheria; but, aside from this 
error, the fact is observed that, to a great extent, 
these two domestic pestilences exhibdig. their 
most fatal operations in the same or similar 
neighbarhoods, and surrounded by the same con- 
ditions. 

The prevalence of scarlet fever, as observed in 
this city, is not largely influenced by sanitary con- 
ditions; it has prevailed to about the same extent 
in one ward as in another; but the fatality ie 
nearly three times greater in the unsewered. 
** below-erade *’ neighborhoods of the Fifth and 
Fourteenth Wards than in the Fourth and Elev- 
enth. The following facts Warrant the statement 
that diphtheria (aniike Scarlet fever) is generally 
duc te unsanitary conditions of soil or domicile, — 
is born of filth and sanitary neglect,—while (like 
ecariet fever) its most fatal operations are ob- 
served where filth of some kind most abounds: 

Ninety-two cases of diphtheriain seventy-six 
houses have been reported at the Health Office 


since August. Of these cases, eixty-eight died and 


twenty-four recovered. This does not exhibit the 
. proportion of deaths to actual cases, for, 
while every case of death is teported, there are un- 
doubtedly cases of recovery not reported. Every 
house reported asinfected with diphtheria has been 
examined by an expert, who has made a carefully- 
repared diagram of the premises and surround- 
ngs, with statement in detail of every fact which 
could interest and instruct me. The reporter (Mr. 
Wilham H. Genung) says: In the seventy-six 
houses examined there are only four in a good 
Muitary condition, and even these may be found 
at fault by further examination. Defective, 
broken, or detached sewers, with basements 
saturated with filth; catch basins full and offensive; 
houses filled with sewef gas ; dark, damp, overcrowd- 
ed houses without ventilation. unsewered, and 
draining‘all siops into the street gutters; filthy 


personal havitse which can only be characterized as 


peastly—all this tells the story. Yet in some in- 
stances families suffer who are the most careful, 
and ecrupulousely attentive to sanitary conditions, 
and the cause 18 Only discovered by accident or af- 
teriong research. A terrible case of diphtheria 
(happily not fatal) occurred in the family ofa 
gentieman living in the West Division of the city. 
The house was substantial and well built, in a good 
neizhborhood, and the surroundings were unex- 
ceptionable. No odor of escaping sewer-gas had 
ever been detected, The occupant lighted his cigur 
in the bath room and tessed the burning match into 
the basin of the water-ciosct, when a flame of burn- 
ing gas shot up several feet. An odorless. but 
poisonous gas was escaping from the sewer through 
the water-closettrap. The mistake made was the 
very common neglect to ventilate this housc- 
sewer by 4 pipe into the chimney or ont 
at the roof. A very instructive case is re- 
ported to me by Dr. Brooke, Early onthe morn- 
ing of the 7th I was called to visit a fine, robust 
boy of 5 years; be died in twenty hours. 
One of the most malignant cases of diphtheria I 
ha ve met during a professional life of forty years. 
On the Sth my attention was called to a younger 
brotber, aged 3 years; his disease (diphtheria) 
proved very severe, but finally terminated in re- 
covery. lIsearched high and low for the cause of 
this outbreak; no case of the disease had been 
known ta exist in the neighborhood, and none has 
since appeared. The street is sewered, the entire 
necizhborhood cleaniy, and amily tidy in every 
particular, with a house airy¥dry, and comfort- 
able. The children had not been away from their 
own home for months. So far no clue seemed to 
be found toacause. While making a second ex- 
amination, the mother incidentally related the fol- 
lowing facts: 

Three days previous to the illness of the chil- 
dren, the weather being exceptionally fine, they 
were playing with their ball in the yard: by acci- 
dem the bail fell tite an opening close to the 
catch-basin, and which communicated with the 
basin, and the two little brothers worked an hour 
or more before they got it ont, This basin was 
very offense when stirred up. . .. . ‘an 
it not the all-suſheient cause for this dreadful! 
attack!“ 

Our experience with diphtheria for the vast four 
moaths, therefore, fur nishes additional and cumn- 
lative testimony to the correctness of the ovinion 
entertained by eminent sanitarians, both in Europe 
and this country, that typhojd fever and diphtheria 
are particularly and pre-eminently filth diseases, 
and should be properly classified as preventable. 
Such being the truth, I respectfully urye upon the 
medical gentlemen of the city the propriety of for- 
warding to me prompt reports of all cases of this 
natare occurring in their practice, and I thank 
them for their attention to my former requests in 
this matter. 

I repeat the statement made in a public letter 
last March that the hygienic tondition of the domi- 
cile and the family should be more a matter of 
personal and domestic concern than of interference 
and of public administration. yet the Common 
Council should act at once upon the recommenda- 
tion made by your Honor in your recent report as 
Chief of the Department of Public Works, and 
insist by ordinance that all buildings erected in 
the fature for dwelling houses should have their 
local sewer connected by a ventilating pipe with 


the man fine, or bya shaft to the roof: and the 


sewer department should immediately relieve the 
gas pressure in the street sewers by some efficient 
and practical ventilation. I believe the latter 
work, which coald be undertaken immediately, 
would save many lives the coming winter, and 
preventable mortality is criminal mortality. 
I wish also to call the attention of the medical 
profession to another preventable disease, which 
is to-dav hanging over our city like a menace. In 
August last I forwarded acircular letter to every 
physician inthe city, giving warning of the ap- 
proach of emall-pox. Several villages and cities in 
the neighboring State of Wjsconsin were grievous- 
ly atflicted by this loathsome disease. In Septem- 
ber it appeared in four or five different localities in 
this city. when a systematic and methodical at- 
tempt to exterminate it was determined upon, and 
Assistant Commissioner Knox was assigned to the 
direction of the work. The energy and intelli- 
rence he has exhibited, ana the fidelity and 
aborious services which Medical Inspectors 
Sawyer, Garrett. and Hall have given to the 
work. have filled me with admiration and regard. 
The public cannot well appreciate their indebted- 
ness to those gentlemen. A portion of every day. 
oftentimes the entire dav.—-seven days in the 
week, for the past three months. has been devoted 
to vaccination. Forty-three thousand schoo!-chil- 
dren have been examined, and 22. 000 persons out- 
side the echools have been vaccinated by the health 
ofticers. Every person infected has been imme- 
diately removed to the hospital. —an absolutely 
necessary measure, with Winch all good citizens 
readily comply. —and all houses from which per- 
sons have been removed are thoroughly fumigated 
under the direction of a sanitary officer. Not- 
withstanding this effort, the disease is spreading in 
the south and southwest sections of the city, and I 
avain call upon all physicians to vaccinate and re 
vaccinate all bereons within the circle of their prac- 
tice who have not been vaccinated within a period 
of seven years. The municipal authorities of 
Philadei have stated that the sma)l-pox epi- 
demic of 1871-2 cost that city $20, 000. . while 
the desolation. anxiety, physical suffering, and 
deforumy have no measure. 8 a calamity 
mast not be permitted to desolate our city, and, 
utened and pub- 
lic-spirited profession to which appeal, and to 
whom all must appeal when face to face with this 
peculiar danger, it cannot occur. The ignorant 
and vicious refuse the protecting influence of 
vaccination have no em to cl citizenship in a 
civilized commapity, but should be banished. like 
the leper, to the wilderness. Very res ully,

THE INSANE ASYLUM. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Noy. 30.—The affairs of the Cook 
County Insane Asylum have been twice 
theroughly ventilated in yonr columns, but 
while the County Ring still held the upper 
hand there was little prospect of aij serious 
attempt “at reform in its management. It is 
true that there was some endeavor, to do away 
with, or at least cover up, a few of the more 
glaring abuses, and the Superintendent was 
forced, by exposure of his pretensions,to secure 
the nominal qualifications of a diploma, using 
fhe time paid for by the taxpayers for this pur- 
pose, but the old abuses still exist to-day, and 
have ali along existed, the whitewashing report 
of certain medical men made under pressure 
from the Ring to the contrary notwithstandigg. 
The charges made by the Committee of The 
Society of Pnystcians and Surgeons. over a year 
ago are as valid now as then, with the ex- 
ception that the medical staff of the Asylum 
has the benefit of a year’s additional experiener, 
and its members can now, as they could not 
then, meet the very inadequate requirements of 
the present State law. 

The cost of the institution to the taxpayers 
has certainly not been materially reduced. 
Commissioner Ayars stated publicly in the 
County Board, not long since, that the expenses 
of the Asylum for the past vear were $113,000, 
which. allowing a daily average of patients of 
400, gives us au average weekly cost per patient 
of $5.42,—making it one of the most expensive 
public asylumsin the whole country. The re- 
ports of the Cook County Asylum are not as 
accessible to me as are those of other similar 
institutions, but I am inclined to think that 400 
is a sufficiently high estimate of the daily 
average of patients during the past year. 
But allowing a daily average of 450 
patients,—which, I believe, is altogether too 
much,—we have a weekly cost per patient of 
$4.53, which is only alittle over 20 per cent 
more than the average weekly cost in State asy- 
lums, The New York City Asylum—not per- 
haps a model institution, but ohe that is su- 
— in many respects to the Jefferson estab- 

ishment—is said to keep its patients at an aver- 

age weekly cost of $1.30 apiece. It is probably 
not practicable nor desirable to bring Cook 
County’s Asylum expenses down to that figure, 
but the difference is certainly suggestive. 

The miserable system there condemned is still 
in force, the Asylum is run as a department of 
the Poor-House, and its medical superintendent 
is subordinate to the Warden, and, with all the 
rest of the medical officers, only holds his office 
for a year, with the chances of re-election if he 
can command sufficient support in the County 
Board. No first-class man can take the 
place under these conditions except at a 
sacrifice of self-respect; certainly such terms 
cannot secure the experience and skill that are 
really needcd in such a situation. No man who 
has already demonstrated his executive ability 
in the management of a hospital for the insane 
will care to be put on trial for a year, and under 
the control of another person without profes- 
sional. knowledge, and in all probability with 
very inadequate or altogether wrong notions as 
to how such an institution should be managed. 

These points are worthy of serious con- 
sideration by the old and new mem- 
bers of the County Board, who, it is 
to be presumed, are not inclined to follow 
the evil courses of the Ring, or be governed by 
its traditions. There is no question that these 
reforms are needed, no more, indeed, than there 
is that the establishment, with all its advan- 
tages of situation and construction, water sup- 
ply, etc., can be conducted at a’ much less rate 
of expense, and on a much more respectable ba- 
sis, than it has been up to the present time.

LITTLE FRED. 
SALE OF THE FAMOUS TROTTER. 

The famous trotter Little Fred was sold 
yesterday in this city to W. D. Warren, of New 
York, and wastaken East last evening in a spe- 
cial car attached to the regular passenger-train 
on the Michigan Central Railroad. The trade 
was consumniated in the Grand Pacific Hotel 
yesterday afternoon, and the price paid was 
$10,000. A Tripung reporter was a witness to 
the transaction, and saw the sale and transfer 
made. Little Fred was the property of Higbee 
Brothers & Schulenberg. He is a gelding, 9 
years old. ‘The Messrs. Higbee are of Canton, 
this State, and this stable has turned out within 
the past three years three of the most valuable 
and fastest horses n the country, 
namely: Flora Bell, who was sold for 
$22,500; Gov. Sprague, sold for $27,500; and 
the last, Little Fred, who sold for $10,000, 
making a total of $60,000 in three vears,—cer- 
tainly a very fine showing for one stable. 

These horses were ali trained by Morrill Hig- 
bee, who has the reputation of being the best 
trainer in the West. He has brought these 
horses to the perfection which they attained. 
Flora Bell was a mare that was unknown when 
the Higbees obtained her. She had no pedi- 
gree, and was sired by a very ordinary horse. 
Little Fred was unknown as a trotter when 
Schulenberg bought him, four years ago, in 
Davenport. Ia., for $600. He was then valued 
at $1,200, but $600 was all the money that was 
ever paid for him. The Higbees obtained 
control of him, and took him to Canton, 
where Morrill placed him on the track for train- 
ing, and the following season brought him out, 
when he made a record of 2:30 at Peorja. After 
that he appeared annnally on the turf, and last 
July, in Cleveland, made the remarkable time 
of 2:20. Little Fred started as a racer with a 
record of 2:35, four years ago, and he has been 
steadily improving under the training of Mr. 
Higbee. Little Fred is known as a handy horse, 
easy to handle, and is recognized as one of the 
best and finest road horses inthe country. It 
is understood that he leaves the turf for 
good, as the owner will withdraw him, 
and endeavor to find a mate for him. 
It is generally understood that he was pur- 
chased for Mr. William H. Vanderbilt, and that 
Mr. Warren only represented the great railroad 
magnate in the transaction. 

The Higbees have now in their stables a re- 
markable 2-year-old filly, known as rw 
Sprague, that has already made a record of 2:40.

The work of vaccination 
had been too thoroughly done. The Commis- 
sioner of Health has some anxiety for them. 
True, the disease does not prevail extensively 
as yet, but it has developed such a decided ten- 
dency to a gradual increase and such a liability 
to show itseifin so many different quarters ot 
the city that the guardians of the public health 
may well feel that there is danger. As before 
stated, the work of vaccination has been thor- 
oughly done, and was begun, itis now appar- 
ent, nut too early in the season. When the dis- 
ease breaks out in a certain locality, the resi- 
dents of that locality are immediately 
Bubject to a rigid examination, and those who 
have not bern vaccinated are treated free of ex- 
pense. In this way the disease is stamped out, 
and it is noticeable that there are no furtner 
signs of the plague in the neighborhoods that 
have been so dealt with. The recent decided 
iucrease in the number of cases has caused the 
Health Department to spend all their time and 
exert all their energies in vaccination, and the 
men have been working very hard for 
some time past.

Among prominent works 
of asimilar character which have expressed the 
critical spirit of the age. it was.anticipated by 
Strauss’ Lite of Jesus.“ but was itself the 
precursor of Bishop Colenso’s Inquiry. into 
the Pentateuch,” Eece Homo,” Renan’s 
„vie de Jesus, “The Jesus of History” by 
Sir H. D. Hanson, and Matthew Aruold's Liter- 
ature and Dogma.“ By none of these examples 
of bold, acute, and learned examination of 


the authority of the Scriptures and of 
the truths of Christiavity, has it been 
surpassed. Its range is wider than that 


taken by most of the books mentioned,—in- 

duding. indeed, the whole breadth and extent 

of the subject; nevertheless, though its investi- 
gation of some points of the discussion must, as

As for the doctrine of the soul’s immortality, 
granting that it is not to be proved, Mr. Greg 
discourses thus wisely upon it: Everything 
tends to prove that this liie is, not perhaps, not 
probably, our only sphere, but still an integra: 
one, and the one in which we are meant to be 
concerned. The present is our scene of action; 
the future is ior sveculation, and ior trust. We 
firmly believe that mau was sent upon the earth 
to live in it, to enjoy it, to study it. to love it, 
to embellish it,—to make the most of it, ia 
short. It is his country, on which he shall lavish 
his affections and his efforts. It should 
be to bim a house, not a tent,—a home, not 
oniy a school. If, when this house and this 
home are taken from him, Providence, 
in its wisdom and its bounty, provides him with 
mother, let him be deeply grateful for the gift;

FAMILIAR TALK. 


EDUCATION IN CHINA, 

A paper treating of the system of public edu- 
cation in China, lately published by the Bureau 
of Education, contains an interesting account 
of the methods by which intelligence is fostered 
in that ancient and conservative Empire. The 
paver is written by the Rev. William A. P. Mar- 
tin, LL. D., President of the Imperial College, 
Pekin, and, coming from one familiar by long 
experience with the subject, its statements are 
to be regarded as trustworthy. In tracing the 
course of education in China, Mr. Martin says 
that children receive no mental instruction at 
home, and at the age of ten exhibit no more 
ccavacity for thought than Europes children do 
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Mr. Parsons does not attempt to’

at five. Their mothers and nurses are flliterate 
Chinese women, With rare exceptions, being un- 
able to read, and their fathers are disinclined to 
the task of teaching, preferring to leave this 
evtirely in the hands of those who practice it as 
a profession. 

When the boy, who has thus far led a purely 


vegetative existence, hag completed his seventh 
or eighth year, the almanac is consulted for the 
choice of a lucky day, aud on this he is decked 
in his ſestal robes and dispatchea to the village 
school. Here for a term of years he is confined 
to the tedious, dreary process of committing to 
memory the Chinese canonical books, and writ- 
ing an infinite uumber of diversely formed 
characters. The language of the canonical 
books is as unintelligible to him as Greek is to 
the young American, for the vernacular of the 
Chinese is a totally different to from that 
employed in literary composition. Without 
understanding one, word of it all, the child 
continues his meaningless memorization until 
he has stored in his mind the contents of the 
principal classics,—a cheerless task occupying 
four or five ycars. 

This first stage of his education being suc- 
cessfully accomplished, the boy is slowly taught 
the dead tongue iu whieh are written the sacred 


toil. 
of the books, he is initiated into the art of com- 
position. The difficuities which beset, this art. 
on account of the peculiar construction of the 
Chinese language, are immense and laboriously 
overcome. This second course of instruction 
being, like the preceding, at last gone through, 
the jad devotes himself more exclusively to the 
study of composition, and to some subsidiary 
reading of history aud rhetorical models. 
Turougbout the entire scheme of his education 
tac acquirement of knowledge and of mental 
discipline is regarded asa minor matter, the 
chief aim being to gain a command of the liter- 
ury language and of a fluent style of composi- 
tion. 

The schools are generally divided into three 
classes: the primary, in which little is done ex- 
copt nremorizing the sacred books and practic- 
ing imitative chirography; the middle ciass, in 
which the sacred books are expounded; and the 
third class, in.which composition is the leading 
excruse. The schoolé and colleges receive al- 
most bo pecuniary assistance from the Goveru- 
ment, and are sustained by priyate enterprise 
or public charity. in the higher as in the 
lower institutions of learning nothing is taught 
aud studied but the Cuinese language. There 
is no system of schools answering to our scheme 
of public schools, and only a minority of the 
Caincse vouth receive any instruction whatever. 
As for Chinese girls, they, are, save in excep- 
tional instances, abandoned to total ignorance, 
Oi those who can read understandingly, the 
proportian does not exceed, according to Dr. 
Martin, one in twenty of the male population 
and one in 10,000 of the iemale. 

Candidates for the ¢ivil service in China are 
obliged to undergo an examination in prose and 
poetical composition, in Chinese history, philos- 
ophy, criticism, and in various branches of ar- 
cheology. Regular degrees are conferred upon 
the successful competitors, and to yond for 
tue examinations years of arduous study are 
required after the school courses have been fin- 
ishea. But when all is done, and the Chinese 
student has attained the highest rank of schol- 
arship, his mind is poorly disciplined, the mem- 
ory has been stimulated at the expense ot the 
reasoning faculties, and very little knowledge 
of a progressive character has been acquired. 

In seucing 120 Cuinese youth to this country 
to be trained in our schools, the Government 
bas taxen an important step toward the im- 
provement of the national system of education. 
Yet this must be followed by a long and con- 
tinuous series of reformatory measures ere edu- 
cation in China fs made a process of genuine 
enlightenment. 

COLLEGE LIBRARIES. 

A number of the leading colleges of the coun- 
try have contributed to the Library Journal, in 
answer toa circular letter of inquiry, a state- 
entofthe amount and character of books drawn 
from their libraries by students and professors. 


Bowdoin College reports the possession of 18,000 


volumes in its library, about 1,400 of which are 


drawn by the students during the college year. 
The library contains only a small amount of the 
lighter literature. There is very little demand 
for fiction among the students of Colby Univer- 
sity, the largest call being for history and 6iog- 
raphy, and the next largest for essays. In 
Dartmouth College the eireulation of fiction is 
not over 10 per cent. At Harvard fiction is the 
most popular reading of the students in the first 
two years of the course. Some years four-fifths 
of the books taken by freshmen, and two-fifths 
of those taken by sophomores, are of this class. 
in the last two yearsof the course, only one-fifth 
of the books drawn are works of fiction, the re- 
mainder being essays, biography, history, and 
pottry. Dickens and Thackeray are the most 
popular novélists at Harvard, and Macaulay, 
Carlyle, Addison, and Emerson, the most popu- 
lar essayists. Longfellow and Tennyson are 
the most read of the poets, and Macaulay of the 
histurians. 

The college library proper at Yale comprises 
80.000 volumes, and the Linonian and Brothers 
library 20,000 volumes. The former aims es- 
pecially to supply the wants of the professors 
and advanced students. and the latter is chicfly 
patronized by the undergraduates, who drew 
from it 30,000 volumes during the past year. 
The number of bound volumes in Cornell 
College is less than 40,000. The average cireu- 
lation among the professors is 800 volumes, and 
among the studenis 250 volymes, daily. The 
Wesleyan University has a library of 26,787 vol- 
umes. About 20 per cent of the circulation is 
fiction; 25 per cent poetry, criticism, etc. ; and 
ov per cent history and biography. Columbia 
College has no department of fiction. In the 
College of the City of New York, the number of 
novels drawn by the students during the last 
year was 1,048, to 158 of science, 133 of poetry, 
130 of history, ete., etc. ~The University of 
Virginia contains no English novels. Mr. 
Jefferson, the founder of this university, se- 
leeted the books which formed the body of the 
library when the institution went anto opera- 
tion, and, in explanation of his views on the 
subject, remarked that “Nothing of mere 
amusement should lumber a public library.“ 

The library of the University of Wisconsin 
numbers about 8,000 volumes. The Scan- 
dinavian books in the collection include about 
1,000, more Yhan one-haif of which have been 
contributed by Ole Ball. Thisis said to be the 
larrest collection of its kind in the United 
States. 

ART GOSSIP.

SPARKS OF SCIENCE. 


FLORA OF EGYPT. 

Dr. Klunzinger, a naturalist residing many 
years iu the country borderirg on the Nile, 
states, in his work on “Upper Egypt,“ that the 
whole known flora of Egypt proper meludes 
1,140 species, 400 of which belong to the strip of 
coast ou the Mediterranean. These figures rep- 
resent a scanty flora for a country of such ex- 
tent, but wherever the Egyptian soil will sup- 
port vegetation, there the agricuiturist sows 
and reaps his harvests, and wild plants have 
small chances in the struggle for existence. A 
large part of the timber used in the country is 
imported, and very little wood is burned for 
fuel, its place being supplied by the dung of 
domestic animals. 

Only two soils occur in Egypt, the clay-soil 
of the Nile borders and the soil of the des- 
ert. A tolerable variety of erasses spring up 
here and there, but they never form a turf 
or cover the ground with a pet of ver- 
dure, and meadows are consequently unknown. 
Fields of clover are cultivatgd for pastures, and 
serve in part as a substitute for the meadows of 
northern lands. Foliage in the dry, dusty at- 
mosphere of Egypt is not tinted with the rich 
greens observed elsewhere, and flowers are. in 
most cases, wanting in the bricht hues which 
give them especial loveliness. Trees and per- 
eunial plants are evergreen, new leaves sprout- 
ing immediately upon the fall of mature ones. 
No orchidaceous flowers occur in the flora, and 
mosses, ferns, fungi, and other cryptogamous 
plants are rare. 

The palm is the characteristic tree of the 
country, and clumps and groves of the date- 
palm and the doom-palm add acharming feature 
to the laud ape. And still there is less satis: 
faction derived from these graceiul symbols of 
the tropics than is usually imagined. “To 
wander under palms,”’ writes Dr. Klunsinger, 
‘appeared to us from youth up the highest 
pleasure ot the tropic world. We sought for 
rest; but, instead of a soft grassy carpet, we 
find in the grove aclayey soil, dried, cracked, and 
dusty, or, if watered, muddy, with serubby, 
prickly bushes, and dry and thirsty weeds. We 
wished for shade; but the shadow cast by the 
loftv slender stem of tne palm-tree is scarecly 
so broad as our body with arms and legs kept 
close together, and wacever lies down in this 
position is agai, in a quarter of an hour, fully 
exposed to the ravs of the never-halting sun; 
the individual stems stand too far apart for 
their shadows to meet towether; the covering 
afforded bythe crown of leaves waving at a 
dizzy height above is of no avail, on account of 
the distance, and the few loose feathery fronds 
that form it let through a thousand beams of 
light. We wished to breathe pure air; a palm 
has nothing aromatic about it; stem and leaves 
are dry and stiff; when we breathe we cannot 
avoid inhaling the dust that is suspended 
in the air of Egypt, that here in the 
grove has settled down more thickly. on the 
pale wreen leaves and twigs, and now when the 
least breath of air stirs falis down on our heads 
and clothes, and even enters our lungs. How 
much more poetical, then, than a palm-grove is 
a pime-grove, which in other respects has some 
resemblance to it.“ Neither forest, spring, 
nor meadow is to be met within Egypt, and 
the native has no understanding of the terms 
which designate them. 

Ic the gardens of the rural population, which 
are surrounded by a mud wall and irrigated by 
means.of the water-wheel, there are fruit and 
foliage trees, but a scarcity of flowering plants. 
„For flowers.“ says Dr. Kinnzinger, the 
E¢yvtian countryman has no feeling; he thinks

mary, mignonette, mint, 
last especially fancied, by the people. 
The “ypress is the only member of the 


pine tribe that can be made to grow in the land, 
but tamarisks and acacias flourish luxuriantly, 
The banana sometimes ripens its fruit, and the 
pomegranate and the sycamore—the atateliest 
trees of this zone—are thoroughly at bome. 
The fig-tree produces a fruit of middling 
quality, the citron a fruit not larger than a wal- 
nut, and the orange only green and not very 
The vine is cultivated, but wine 
is seldom manufactured. The iruit trees of the 
temperate zone are often planted, but to little 
purpose. 

In the vegetable gardens of Upper Egypt the 
potato is not planted. When imported, it is 
costiv and does not keep well, and therefore 
little use is made of it. The most common 
vegetables are a species of mallows, Hibiscus 
esculentus, the egg-plant, the Mum colocasia, 
whose roots taste like the potato, and the Cor- 
chorus obitorius, a plant belonging to the Tilia- 
cee, and having the flavor of spinach. Most 
of tha vegetables in our own gardens are 
found in those of Egypt. A peculiar kind 
of radish is cultivated for the sake of the leaves, 
which are eaten instedd®of the root. Five 
kinds of melons are grown, with cucumbers 
from dwarf to giant size, and gourds of extray- 
agant iorms and dimensions, Which. with proper 


cooking, form an excellent article of food. 


The flora of the Egyptian deserts comprises 
about 600 species. As early as January vegeta- 
tion begins to sprout, and is at its finest from 
February to April. After this the sun burns 
up the tenderer plants one by one until onty 
the trees and shrubs remain. The most abun- 
dant plant is the desert-thorn, a small shrub 
with flowers like those of aradish. Camels 
feed upon it with great avidity, but among 
other animals even the thistle-eating ass re- 
irains from attacking its thorny twigs. The 
broom-like march (Leptademia pvyrotechnia) is 


M met with, and the camel 
readily browses on its long, 41 
leafless, twigs. The Beancapers (Zygophil- 


lums) are very common, but, being excessively 
salt, are eaten only by the hungriest Bedouin 
camels. “Though growing in the driest vears 
and in the driest spots, strange to say, these 
plants are exceedingly succulent; yet dew can 
have nothing to do with their, nourishment, as 
dew seldom falls in the desert.“ } 
One of the strangest plant-forms is assumed 
by the cleome,a representative of the caper 
family, which grows in the shape of a hemis- 
phere, and is as smooth and round as though 
elipped with the shears. It has a strong aro- 
matic smell, and is repulsive to the natives and 
to all domestic animals. In rainy years there is 
an abundance of forage-plants, of. differeat 
species, and, adds Dr. Kiunzinger, ‘‘ shady, 
murmuring tamarisk groves, enlivened with 
birds and insects, and consisting of hundreds 
of trees, astonish the traveler at all seasons of 
the year in the grayest and most lonely wilder- 
ness; and where the soil is saturated with mois- 
ture by purling streamlets, that last all the ycar 
round, or lagunes of sea-water, the eye is glad- 


dened by spreading meadows of green rushes.” .

‘azo 400,000 deaths by small-pox occurred in 


England within a twelve-month. La Conda- 


mine, who died in 1774, declared that one-tenth 


of the human race were killed, and as many 
more disũgured, by this trightiul disease. The 
cholera slew 40,000,000 of beople in he half 
century after the wars of Napoleon. Matthew 
Paris states that in his time, the thirteenth 
century, there were 2,000,000 lepersin France, 
and 19,000,000 in Europe. se figures are 
perhaps exaggerated, yet they show the preva- 
lence of a plague that has disappeared before 
civilization, A widening knowledge of the laws 
of hygiene, and increased attention to sanitary 
measures in the construction of dwellings, in 
ventilation, food, clothing, drainage, ete., etc., 
are constantly tending to the protection of 
health and the preservation of life. The develop- 
ment of ifitelligence strengthens the possibilities 
of longevity, or,as Mr. Lewis putsit, “the 
lengthening of the average individual life meas- 
ures human pregress.’’ 


CIVET. 

Among carnivorous animals there is placed 
between the weasels (Mustelidæ) and hyenas 
(Hyvenidx) the family of civets and genett es 
(Viverride). The characteristic feature of this 
group which renders it of especial interest to 
mankind is the secretion in the anal giands of 
tue peculiar fattv substance known as “ civet.” 
Ail the species of the famiiy produce the secre- 
tion, yet the civet of commerce is chiefly obtain- 
ed from the civet-cat (viverra civetta) which in- 
habits the north of Africa. The animal is from 
two to three feet long, and is from ten Ul- 
teen inches high. Its fur is long, and of n- 
Cray, banded an@spotted with Black. I[ts*hab- 
its are nocturnal, and it feeds upon small 
mammals, reptiles, and birds, and also upon 
rouse and fruits. It climbs trees with great 
acility. 

in Abyssinia and in Asia the civet is very 
commonly kept in confinement for the sake of 
its periume. This is removed, says a writcry 
irom the bag about twice a week by means of a 
small spatula, and is obtained most abandantly 
from the male, and especially after he has been 
irritated. A dram is a large quantity to obtain 
atatime. The civets kept for this purpose are 
ted n raw flesh; the young partly on farina- 
ceous food.“ One species of civet is found in 
India and one in Java, and these furnish a por- 
tion of the civet which finds its way into the 
market. 0 

When the secretion is not removed from the 
giands by artiticial means, it hardens in the sac 
and finally drops out in pieces of the size of an 
almond. It is not known what use the secre- 
tion subserves in the economy of the animal. 
As known to commerce civet is a dark, semi- 
liquid substance with a powerful and offensive 
— Its scarcity makes it costiy, hence it 
is liable to adulteration. The value of 
the article consists in its faculty for 
combining with other perfumes, fixing those 
which are ethereal in their nature and intensi- 
fving their distinctive qualities without obtrad- 
ing its own. Its use is most important im the 
production of certain effects necessary to the 
formation of various perfumes. It is generally 
employed in the form ot a tincture made by 
maveration in strong alcohol.

But list! there is a gentle snore nearer us, now 
another, and what a variety of sounds, —some puff, 
some snore, and some Whistle. The porter hunts 
for the boots, the engine shrieks, ahd how can one 
sleep’ And. although Raving repeated ‘* Now I 
lay me down to sleep,” the sleep comes not, a 
till morning dawns we lie, and think, and listen to 
the melodious snoring of our fellow passengers. 
Then, when daylight dawns, what a rush for the 
dressing-room, as each one is so anxious to be first 
in completing her toilet. No room here,“ comes 
from within, and we retarn to our berth to pa- 
tlently await our turn. Looking down the aisle we 
behold one unfortunate vainly calling for his miss- 
ing boot, while near us is a stout gentieman vainly 
yuiling at the last-named article. It is too 
Habt. * ne mutters, and casts it far down the aisle. 
All are patient over the mishaps, and when a few 
botrs later we meet in the magnificent Lindell 
House pariors in St. Louis, the lost boots, missing 
portemonnaies, and the new hatin place of last 
nignt’s old one arc all in place, and we are de- 
lighted to feel ourselves on quict terra-firma again.

come a tree under whose shade your own. descend- 
ants may take refuge,—so blended are all our 
fortunes here, highand low. It is dimenit for ns 
to realize that the children of to-day will be the 
rulers of the world bat a few years hence, while 
we, if not in our graves, yet in the sere and yel- 
low leaf of life, will have passed from the stage of 
action. We gaze at tae drama which is played be- 
fore us. The curtain rises On a new act, and lo! 
the curly heats which but a moment before 
laughed at us from under the schoolboy's cap, 
freeze our souls with awful dignity from under the 
soldier's helmet, the lawyer's wig, or the ‘* promi- 
nent citizen's” civic crown, the graceful stove- 
pipe hat. Some, alas! whose pure, fresh faces 
seemed the ideal of happy hoy hood look at us 
from under brows darkened by tne shadows of a 
Wasted and misspent mannood.

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FLORIDA LIFE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 22.—May I come to 
you from the land of the orange and myrtle, this 
June-like day; come to you, in your snow-encom- 
passed, frost-covered homes, where you shivering- 
ly draw around your fires, shrinking from the piti- 
leas November blasts, while I sit by the open win- 
dow, the air laden with the fragrance of rose, 
cape-jasmine, and other flowers? I know it is 
tantalizing thus to write, but I know how to sym- 
pathize with you, for have not all the years of my 
life, thus far, been spent in the chilling North? 
And I shudder even now as I recall the terrible 
cold, the driving storms, and the snow-bound 
street, and I can but wonder at the change of a few 
hundred miles. 

It isa tedious, wearisome journey (I speak par- 
ticularly of the route we took, by the way of St. 
Louis, Columbus. Nashville, Chattanooga, Macon, 
and Jessup), as the conveniences fortravei seem 
to in a transition state, and one knows not 
whit to expect, and it is almost impossible to gain 
any information. We had variety, so far as change 
of base was concerned, for we made no less than 
ten changes on the trip. We could procure no 
sleeping-car until we reached Chattanooga, thus 
giving us two nichts to sit up. Fortunately for 
us, one nigat we had only a few passengers, which 
gave us plenty of room in which to bestow our- 
selves, consequently we took two seats, turned the 
cushions lengthwise, taking another for the head, 
so that with our wrappings we were tolerbly com- 
fortabdle. 

One week ago this morning we reached Jackson- 
ville. It is a fine town on the St. John’s Ktiver, a 
beautiful stream, from one and a half to five miles 
wide. There are many very nice places on either 
bank up and downthe river, owned and occupied 
mostly by Northern men, and this may be empnat- 
ically called a Northern town. I nad no idea there 
were such large, — hotels, sufficient to ac- 
commodate some thousands, and exery house is a 
boarding-house. There are churches for all de- 
nominations, schools, etc., etc. The people are 
social and friendly, making one feel quite at home. 
For two or three days after our arrival there was a 
cold wind, but, since that passed away, the air has 
been mild and balmy, the evenings cool and pleas- 
ant. The products of the land are mostly sweet 
potatoes, sugar-cane, oranges, lemons, figs. and 
pomegranates. There are some peaches and a 
great many grapes. but few apples. As I look out 
the window the orange-trees are heavy with fruit, 
and scarcely a yard in the town bat has from one 
to ten, perhaps twenty, trees. ‘*The brave old 
onk, of which the poet sang, reigns here in all 
his grandeur and magnificence, and, festooned 
with the Florida moss, making a dense foliage, 
looks indeed beautiful. 

A day or two ago five of our company. took a row- 
boat to visit the dank on the other side; we first 
touched at a place called The Home, -a place 
designed for worn-out Methodist ministers, but 
which, for some reason, failed of its purpose, 
passed into other hands, and is now only kept 
winters for the accommodation of transients. We 
drew up at the pier, went onshore, the bank rising 
some twenty-five feet, we rambled along amid 


French and German, 


huge trees overhung with moss, cottages, rustic 


arbors, and orange-groves, until completely tired. 
On our way back we kept along the bank, and stop- 
ped atanother pier 22 house has its pier), as- 
cended the bank, and then near by was a large 
tree, with fifteen or twenty steps leading to a plat - 
form, where were seats commanding an extensive 
view of the river. In every place we found so 
many strange vines, shrubs, and flowers, that we 
were inclined to overload ourselves. The climate 
is delightful, and to-day reminds me of the words 
of the poet, „Sweet day, sv cool, so calm, so 
bright. Many invalids come here, and for throat 
dificalties, asthma, rheumatism, and paralysis, it 
must be very beneficial, ifmot altogether healing. 
A gentleman with whom I was conversing yester- 
day came here ten years ago on account of hoarse- 
ness, which does not trouble him while here. 
There are many colonies being formed, of people 
at the North, und the country is being rapidly set- 
tied by others,

I 
think, too, that you have overlooked one class of 
suffering women,—our poor housekeepers, 
mothers of families, especially the mothers of 
families of email children, the wives of men in 
moderate circumstances, the women who must 
work with brain and muscle, sick, worn out with 
many cares, but compelled day after day to go 
through an endless routine of household duties 
with the | ne of filling an early grave and 
leavinga family of little ones to the cold charities 
of the world,—women who would gladly at times 
go to some of ‘the public charitable institations 
which their money helps to support, if 
thereby they might secure a season of rest. There 
are more mothers dying aunually of overwork than 
there are women dying from starvation. Good pity 
the poor mothers! Bound down, many of them, 
to incessant labor, with no prospect of release but 
death, fighting against death day after 0 for the 
sake of the little ones who so need their love and 
care. The father's time, and brain, and muscle 
are needed to win bread for the four or five depend- 
ent upon him, and out of the thousands of starving 
women who make shirts at eight cents apiece there 
aré* few competent or willing to step forward and 
lift a part of the burden from the shoalders of this 
overworked wife aud mother. Either they will not 
degrade themselves by doing housework, or they 
are too ignorant or toe—lazy. Degrade them- 
selves! It is the noblest profession upomPGod's 
earth. It is the profession which will, which must, 
take the lead in driviag vice and intemperance from 
our midst. It is because our women are bad cooks 
and housekeepers that our men are drunkards. . 
Feed a boy well, teach him well, give him 
a cheerful home where he is always wel- 
come, and he will not easily be ied into 
vice. But a well-kept house requires taste 
and muscle, —a well-cooked meal requires brain. 
Where are these things to come from? A house- 
keeper’s duties are numerous and wearing, —too 
much for one woman. 

I have a family of small children. Having had a 

woman of sense for a mother,—one who could 
trace her family through many generations, and 
who therefore had no conception of the vulgar 
aversion felt by parvenues towards the housewife's 
duties, —i was early taught the mysteries and beau- 
ties of housekeeping. ving a taste and a neces- 
sity for action in another direction, I would will- 
ingly, gladly, pay iiberal wages to any one of those 
thousands of starving women (if she be honest and 
cupadle) who will make her home with me and per- 
form two-thirds of the household duties Which 1 
now perform along with my professional daties. 
She shall have a good bed, 
her own, anda kindly home. I think that I may 
also engage to find homes for at least a dozen more 
women who are capable and industrious. 

If starving women won't work, they ought to 
starve. The world will be better off without them. 
If they don't know how to work, they should be 
taught how. We must establish schools for prac- 
tically educating women. We must stop pamper- 
ing a silly pride, which sends thousands of women 
upon the highway to infamy. We must show these 
neesiy women thatthe world needs them; that 
whiie they suffer for food, other women are suffer- 
ing from overwork. We must talk sense and act 
goodness. Toall earnest, humane women, want- 
ing the necessaries of tife, we say come; give us 
helping hands. We need yourtaste, your brain 
and strength, to make our homes happier. You 
shall be sharersof our homes,—only help us to 
make them brighter and better. The world needs 
earnest, intelligent workers, and what the world 
needs itis willing to pay for.

WINTER FLORTICULTURE.

Tne ‘* Madam Le Mome has 
a lovely pink blossom, but it is rather a coarse grow- 
er. Of my thirteen bronzes, the Southern 
Belle, Black Douglas, and Emperor of Bra- 
zil“ have given great satisfaction. The ‘* Mac- 
beth. ‘* Lady Cullum,” Charles Napier,“ and 
Mrs. Pollock” are my first choice in golden tri- 
colors, and the Italia Unita in silver. These, 
with the Happy Thought (white centre, green 
margin), ‘* Distinction (narrow black zone near 
the edge of leaf), and variegated rose-geranium, 
make up a list of plants that, in a thrifty condi- 
tion, wil make a south, east, or west window a 
thing of beauty. not forget to save 
a little space for two ivy geraniums,—the 
Holly reath“ (large leaves, with broad 
creamy margin) and ** Les Elegana,’ 
(small, star-shaped leaf, margin white. with occa- 
sional dashes of carmine).

I found my ‘‘ Novelty," which is decidedly the 
finest and best single pink geranium I ever saw, at 
a green-house on West Lake street, near the park. 

1 do not know the number. Besides these, I have 
ten varieties of ivies, iftecn of roses, four of be- 
gonias (including a lovely Rex), half-a-dozen fuch- 
sius, the Sunray“ and Meteor,” for their or- 
namental foliage, ‘‘Avalanche,” Elm City,” 
Van Quer de Puebla,“ and Lustre, for 
bloom; calla my, smilax, heliotrope, far- 
fagium, primroses, Catalonian ~ jasmine, 
centurea gym, gesmaria, passifloras, carnations, 
feverfews, peveromias, salvia, oxalis, verbenas, 
coleus, abutilons, tradescantia, maurandya vine, 
coliseum ivy, lycopodium, ete. The last two 
varieties make very pretty carpets in calla pots. 
Senecia macroglossis is a most charming vine of 
rapid growth. 
To those who do not care to keep more than two 
or three plants I can heartily recommend a pot 
each of white and pink primroses, They bloom 
from now till March, A paper of seed sowed in 
Peoruary will make nice blooming plants the fol- 
lowing November. The single ones are most sat- 
isfactory. Young plants can be bought of any 
good florist. Examine all plants thoroughly for 
insects before putting them on your shelves. evar 
buy a sickly plant. A good, healthy slip will root 
and outstrip a weakly plant witha root. I would 
like to speak of soil and various other things, but 
have already taken too much space.

BIRDS AND FLOWERS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Prorta, III., Nov. 26.—Mre. C. A. E. and oth- 
ers, I have kept birds for many years; for mites 
take out the bira, wash the cage clean in hot 
suds, into which put some tobacco-water, dry the 
cage well over the stove. bathe the bird in tobacco- 
water, taking care not to wet its eyes, put it in 
the clean dry cage near the fire, covering the cage 
with a white cloth, on which you will find the 
mites; search and kill them. I make the tobacco- 
water with A little nue - cut tobacco, on which I pour 
hot water; I then put in enough to color the bath- 
ing-water the color of weak coffee; use slightly 
warm; practice this once a week until no more 
mites appear; in winter once a month 
sprinkle a little sulphur over the ciges imio 
the plumage of your birds, If your tris 
will not bathe, sprinkle them well every day until 
they do; keep the birds in the sunshine if you 
wish them to sing well. Is the mocking bird bet- 
ter? if not, take a camel's hair brash and gsease 
its neck and near ite eyes and under its wings with 
sweet oil and put it in the dest sunshine you have. 
I also keep plants, and would recommend Win- 
dow Gardening by Henry T. Williams. To all 
amateurs: Am willing * all I have learned by 
experience with birds and plants to any one who 
needs it.
